I  hove  the  honour  to  present  my  Annuel  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  in  1970. , 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  as  supplied  by  the  Registrc.r  G-eneral 
v/as,  22,560 

During  the  Year  there  were  345  deaths  from  all  causes,  giving  a  death 
rate  of  15.2  per  1,000  population,  national  rate  vvas  11.7  4  of  the  deaths 

occurred  in  infants  under  one  year,  giving  a  infant  mortality  rate  of  I6  per 
1,000  live  births,  national  rate  weis  18.  The  greater  number  of  deaths  occurred 
in  persons  over  65  years,  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  £ind  Cerebrovascular 

Disease  again  being  the  greatest  Killer,  whilst  malignant  neoplasm  of  lung 
bronchus  causes  9  deaths  2  less  than  the  previous  year.  There  were  247  births, 

26  of  /vhich  vrf'ere  illegitimate,  givinga  birth  rate  of  10.9  per  1,000  population, 
the  national  rate  was  I6.O.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate  as  percentage  of  all 
live  births  was  11,  greater  than  the  national  rate  of  6,  v^lIlilst  the  previous  year 
v^as  6.  iMotifications  were  received  in  respect  of  63  infections,  2  scarlet  fever, 

46  measles,  4  whooping  cough,  5  food  poisoning,  2  infective  jaundice, 

1  leptoEpirosis,  3  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  the  water  supply  to  the  district  was  satisfactory  in 
quantity  and  quality,  ba.cteriologically  and  chemically,  the  supply  comes  from 
the  bore  at  Driby,  Mumby  (Sandstone  bore)  (Chalk  bore)  and  Fordington.  The 
population  supplied  was  22,560  and  the  mumber  of  houses  v.io  had  a  main  supply 
direct  to  the  house  was  83II  and  the  number  with  standpipes  w'as  45-  The  figures  in  re 
respect  of  individual  parishes  who  have  a  direct  supply  to  the  house,  and  supplied 
by  means  of  standpipe  are  not  available.

Swimming  and.  Paddlinfi  Pools. 

During  the  year  a  ’Lovibond  Comparator’  was  pirrchased  to  enable 
the  department  to  make  spot  checks  of  sv^imming  pools  v/ithin  the 
district  and  obtain  their  iiiimediate  results. 

The  Comparator  determines  the  P.H.  values  and  also  the  free 
and  combined  residual  chlorine  contents  of  the  sv/imr.iing  pool  water. 

Following  unsatisfactory  results  of  saaples  thus  obtained, 
hniuodiate  action  v/as  taken  for  the  remedying  of  the  faults.  This 
procedure  reduced  the  necessity  for  sending  swimming  pool  sanples  to 
the  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.
